INTRODUCTION: 

1 . THIS HAS BEEN SLOWEST MONTH ON POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC SCENE 
DURING MY 19 MONTHS IN BAGHDAD. MOST OF OUR KEY CONTACTS 
HAVE EITHER BEEN PREPARING FOR COLOMBO OR AT COLOMBO. ADMIN 
ISTRATIVELY, WE HAVE HOUSED RON PERCIVAL. REPAIRED OUR CARS HIT 
BY ARMY TRUCK. HAD MINOR FIRE AT ALLEN KEISWETTER'S. FINISHED 
DIFFERENTIAL REPORT AND GENERALLY MOVED TOWARDS RELATIVELY NORMAL 
ADMINISTRATIVE POSTURE. TOM FLESHER'S HHE AND AUTO ARE AT ABU 
GHRAIB AND SHOULD BE CLEARED WITHIN ONE WEEK. CONSULAR WORKLOAD 
HAS BEEN HEAVY BUT HANDLED WITH DISPATCH. WE HAVE HAD VIGOROUS 
REPRESENTATIONAL PROGRAM DESIGNED TO LAUNCH NEW OFFICERS AND HAVE

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3. ADMINISTRATIVE SECTION: PROGRESS ON "NORMALIZATION" OF POST'S 
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ADMINISTRATIVE OPERATION AND PROCEDURES CONTINUE. 

WE HAVE HITHERTO INTRACTABLE HURDLE OF OBTAINING CEMENT 
BAGS FOR TOP FLOOR STRESS TEST MAY HAVE BEEN OVERCOME AND. 

IF WE GET LOAN OF BAGS WITHIN WEEK AS PROMISED, WE WILL BE 

ABLE TO MOVE AHEAD RAPIDLY ON OBTAINING ESTIMATES FOR RENOVATIONS.

IN MEANTIME, LLOYD STEVENSON IS ASSISTING JOHN DIEFFENDERFER 
IN SOME ADMINISTRATIVE PROJECTS (MAINLY FBO LEASED AND OWNED 
PROPERTY COMPUTER PRINT OUT FORM DATA WHICH IS ON OUR "MUST 
FOR NORMALIZATION"LIST). 

MFA NOTE WAS RECEIVED AUGUST 25 ADVISING US THAT NEW LICENCE 
NUMBERS FOR AUTOS WILL BE ISSUED TO USING BAGHDAD UTILIZING 
OUT OLD (PRE-1967) "SEVENTEEN" SERIES INSTEAD OF BEING 
INCLUDED ON THE BELGIAN "TEN"SERIES OF PLATES. I HAVE 
INFORMED BELGIAN AMBASSADOR. 

TOM FLESHER IS STILL DUE IN MID-SEPTEMBER. DIEFFENDERFER AND 
HE HAVE EXCHANGED LETTERS AND, IF FLEESHER TAKES A FEW DAYS 
CONSULTATIONS IN KUWAIT ON HIS WAY (WHICH HE PROBABLY SHOULD 
CONSIDERING THE SUPPORT WE RECEIVE FROM THEM) WE WOULD EXPECT 
HIM ABOUT SEPTEMBER 14 OT 15. DIEFFENDERFER IS TENTATIVELY 
PLANNING DEPARTURE FOR TEN DAYS AFTER FLESHER'S ACTUAL ARRIVAL 
BUT NOT MAKING ANY FIRM PLANS. 

WE HAD ELECTRICAL FIRE AT THE KEISWETTER RESIDENCE CAUSING 
MAJOR DAMAGE TO GUEST BEDROOM AND WATER/SMOKE DAMAGE TO OTHER
